The scene of the double tragedy was a 
dingy little sitting room in the rear of Henry 
Mersman’s saloon, on the southeast corner 

of Broadway and Warren street. 

Although both the policeman and his at- 

. tempted slayer were able to give an account 

. of the shooting, their stories do not tally 
with the police report of the case, and the 

‘mystery thereby caused is deepened by the 
‘statements of Mersman and his bartender, 
Pete Fiedeldey, who discovered the dying 
couple at 6 o’clock Friday morning. 

Added to the confusion is the remark 
made by Dr. G. H. Wilson of 2612 North 
Tenth street, who attended the two young 
persons directly after they were found in 
the sitting room of the saloon. Dr. Wilson 

‘volunteered the remark to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter and to a reporter for another after- 
noon paper that “there was a witness who 
saw the girl take the revolver from the 'po- 
liceman’s pocket’ and put it in her own 
pocket.” 

Dr. Wilson subsequently retracted his as- 
sertion, and unless he can explain himself 
with better grace than when questioned by 
Special Officer Bambrick, in the presence of 

‘the two reporters, the affair will remain a 
mystery. 

The statement made by Policeman Hal- 
loran to Sergt. Lavin, Patrolman John M. 


Healey and Special Officer Bambrick, while 
the wounded man was awaiting the com- 
ing of an ambulance to take him to the 
hospital, was directly contradicted by Hal- 
loran’s version of the shooting, which he 
gave to a Post-Dispatch reporter after his 
wounds had been dressed, 

Miss Mangan’s statement made at the 
hospital disagrees also with the report on 
file in Capt. Phillipa’ office, and the state- 
menta of both Miss Mangan and Halloran 
are widely different from the -facts which 
Mersman, the saloonkeeper, advances.

The bullet she 
had sent into her right temple had passed 
through an artery. 

“She shot me,” said Halloran, “and then 
shot herself.’’

‘“T’m not hurt much,’’ said Halloran, but 
it was an effort for him to speak. “It pains 
me to breathe, but I'll soon be al] right.” 

Halloran was misied as to his condition 
wd the fact that little or no blood stained 
his blue uniform. He did not know that the 
bullet had passed near the liver and had 
peruse his right Jung, and that he was 

leeding almost as vrofusely internally as 
Miss Mangan had bled on the sawdust floor 
of the wineroom. 

According to the story Halloran told 
while awaiting an ambulance, Miss Mangan 
reached into his outside coat pocket and 
took out his revolver and immediately fired 
at him, 

“She was jealous,’’ said Halloran to the 
policemen who gathered around his chair. 
“T was ei = to quit her, and she wouldn't 
have it: expected to be shot before this, 
for I have received several! letters from her 
in which she threatened to kill me and 
then take her own life, 

“IT met Nellie across the street from the 
station house a few minutes past 11 o’clock. 
I had just been relieved from duty, and we 
walked down the street together.”’ 

It does not appear in the police report if 
the couple went straight to Mersman’s sa- 
loon, If they did they must have found-it 
open, and if they did not go there until 1 or 
2 o’clock, there is no record of where tbey 
passed the hours between the time of get- 
ting off duty and the hour of going to the 
saloon 

If they found Mersman’s saloon open 
when they went there, at no matter what 
hour, then the saloonkeeper has a remark- 
able defective memory.

having made certain utterances, 
asked if he thought Miss Mangan 
was out of her mind or irresponsible for 
any assertion she made before being taken 
to the hospital, the doctor said guch was 
not his opinion. 

Lavin speaks accurately, the 
doctor must have changed his mind regard- 
ing Miss Mangan’s condition between the 
time he saw the young woman and a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. 

Dr. Wilson was returning from a call at 
the Mangan house when he talked with two 
reportets, one from the Post-Dispatch, at 
the northwest corner of Ninth street and 
St. Louis avenue. It was there he gave his 
opinion on Miss Mangan’s responsibility of 
mind in contradiction to the opinion the

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As the reporters were about to leave Dr.

The Jordan boys did not like 
the rule and so thought they would disobey 
their teacher. They refused to comply with 
the rule and had some words with the 
teacher. He gave them a whipping on Fri- 
day evening last. The boys told him they 
would “get him” for that yet and made 
threats that they would waylay him Sun- 
day evening as he would go to church in 
Mill Creek, a small village just across the 
line in Union County. 

McCowan did not think the boys @vould 
do as they said and as usiial Sunday even- 
ing he started afoot up the M. & O. R. R. 
track for Mill Creek to church, Just after 
crossing the county line he was struck 
down by some one. 

It was dark and he could not see who his 
assailants were. He was found soon after- 
ward by some parties on thelr way to 
church. They notified the Marshal at Mill 
Creek, who at once went (n searoh of and 
capturéd Henry and Scott Jordan, brothers; 
who did not deny charges made against 
them. They were held at Mil) Creek until 
Tuesday night.

He May Be Forced to Amend 
His Cuban Policy. 


PUBLIC SENTIMENT IS STRONG. 


{HE DENUNCIATION OF SPAIN IN 
CONGRESS ALARMS THE 
ADMINISTRATION. 


DE LOME ASKS QUESTIONS. 


(The Spanish Minister Wants to Know 
if the White House Speaks 
Through the Chairman of the 
Foreign Affairs Committee, 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—The dénuncia- 
tion of Spain, and severe criticism of Presi- 
dent McKinley’s Cuban policy by members 
of Congress in the past two days, has 
alarmed the Administration. It would not 
surprise any one here if McKinley should 
be forced within the next few days to re- 
model his programme and take some im- 

# portant step to meet the increasing senti- 
ment of the country in favor of interven- 
tion. 

Representative Hitt’s speech created 
something of an impression, but the Illinois 
leader’s assurances do not find as much 
credence as they did when he first com- 
menced to advance them in the last Con- 
gress. The chairman of the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee has suppressed all legisla- 
tion on the Cuban question in his com- 
mittee and whenever the pelligerent spirit 
of the House has become threatening the 
chairman has taken the floor to extend 
semi-official assurances that the adminis- 
tration was on the point of acting. 

These assurances have been repeated so 
often and their realization so frequently 
postponed that members no longer take 
Representative Hitt seriously. 

The Democratic members of Congress be- 
lMeve that the only way to bring the Admin- 
istration to the point of intervention is to 
press the question of recognition at every 
opportunity, and make plain to the country 
just where the President stands. 

Meanwhile the promise is held out daily 
at the White House and State Departmeént 
that the President is now more seriously 


than ever before impressed with the neces- | 


aity of interference to stop the war. 

John J. McCook of New York is at the 
head of a syndicate which has stood ready 
mince last March to take the bonds to se- 
cure payment of Spain's war debt in return 
for Cuban independence, ‘provided they are 
guaranteed by the United States Govern- 
ment. This plan of Cuban independence, 
followed by annexation, is the one which, 


it ig said, appeals most etrongly to the 
President. 

Mr, Hitt seems to have stepped over the 
bounds of diplomacy in his defense of the 
President's policy. The plain inference from 
his speech is that McKinley intends to in- 
tervene and stop the war, and that his only 
Opposition to the passage of a resolution 
granting belligerent rights to the insurgents 
lies in the fact that in the President’s belief 
Such recognition would help Spain instead of 
Cuba, 


It is said to-day that Minister de Lome has 
asked the State Department to explain this 
part of Mr. Hi't’s speech, and that he es-

Dr. Otto Sutter said the condition of 
both patients was critical: There was a 
chance for the recovery of either or both, 
but the chances were slight. Dr. Sutter 
says the policeman’s condition Friday 
morning was even more alagming than that 
of the woman, : 


Nellie Mangan was seen at the City Hose- 
pital again Friday afternoon after Dr. Sut- 
ter had trephined the skull and removed a 
portion of the bullet.

The officer 
could give no details and several members 
of the family hastened to the hospital. 
They had not returned when a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter reached the house, and a 
sister and cousin of the wounded woman 
phat under the impression that she had 

ed. , 

The sister’s grief was pitiable and she 
could give no reason for Nellie’s actions. 

Nellie Mangan is the daughter of Mrs. 
Mary Mangan, a widow, about 6 years old, 
who keeps a boarding house at 2823 North 
Ninth street. She has two other daughters 
and a son, all grown. 

Mrs. Mangan is seriously ill and has been 
in this condition several weeks. The family 
hesitated to tell her what had befallen their 

, and did not do so until late in the 
The shock was so great that it is 
feared she will not recover. 

The boarding house is.a double two-story 
brick about 40 feet front with high steps 
reaching the porch. Mrs. Mangan and her 
daughters do the work of the house, and 
Nellie was especially active in superin- 
tending the boarders’ wants at meal hours. 
She was the youngest of the daughters, vi- 
vaciougs and popular. The family were not 
aware that Nellie did not sleep in the house 
Thursday night unt] they awoke this morn- 
ing. She helped to serve the boarders at 
supper and walked out afterwards. They 
awaited her return until nearly midnight, 
but thought nothing etrange of her ab- 
sence, 

When her mother aroused early in the 
morning she asked for Nellie several times, 
but was told she was not about the house 
just then. Her sisters were uneasy and a 
few minutes later they were partially in- 
formed of the dreadful fate that had be- 
fallen her. 

Miss Mary Mangan said that Nellie slept 
in a room by herself and that she was not 
missed until this morning. 

“Policeman Halloran was a frequent vis- 
itor here,’’ said Miss Mangan.’ “He walked 
this beat and frequently stopped to talk to 
Nellie. When he had a day off they often 
went out together. Nellie has known him 
for two or three years, but within the last 
six months I have not seen him in our 
house. 

“I do not think that they were engaged to 
be married, Nellie never told me of it, and 
I think she would if there had been any 
such intention, Iam sure Halloran was not 
at the house last night, and Nellie must 
have met him by appointment. 

This is the first time my sister’s char- 
acter was ever involved in any way, and I’m 
sure that if she shot Halloran it was to 
protect her honor.’’ 

Halloran’s family at 1537 North Eigh- 
teenth street were rieved and shocked 
when they learmed of his escapade and the 
serious consequences, 

His sister, a pretty girl of 18, answered 
the door bell. She was in tears, and as the 
door opened piteously asked of the reporter: 
"*O, P ease tell me that Dick is not dead, 
and how this horrible thing happened?’’ 

The Halloran family, like the Mangans, 
were also ignorant concerning the night's 
tragedy that had brought each so much 
grief and disgrace. 

Miss Halloran eaid that she did not know 
oe Mangan, nor did any member of her 
amily, 


“We thought it rather strange not to find' 


Dick in his room this eng gaid the 
young woman. “It was the first night I 
can recall when he was on day duty that he 
has failed to come home. None of us knew 
that he had a sweetheart, for he was never 
socially inclined.” 

Policeman Halloran is a son of Morris J. 
Halloran, who is a janitor in the Custom

a. DURANT'S DISCOVERY.

something was the matter with the polar- 
ized relay signals, 

They refused to work, although the lines 
were in good order and connections were 
being properly made. Manager George IF. 
Durant and a force of skilled workmen 
went over the entire system and could not 
find a flaw in a single detail of the newly 
installed apparatus. 

The ar P< orem of batteries showed the 
larmps used for signaling were not disabied. 
They burned brightly under a battery cur- 
rent, but steadily refused to do so when con- 
nections with the trunk lines were made. 

Every known test was made until, as a 
last resort, ground currents were thought 
of. These ground currents—the natural elec- 
tric force in the earth—always cause some 
trouble to telephone systems, but never so 
serious as confronted the Bell people at the 
outset of their use of the metallic circuit, 

A series of tests with volt meters were 
made. Men were sent out to test the 
ground currents at var.ous potnts, 

The seat of the trouble was located at the 
western terminal of the trunk lines, 

The startling fact was demonstrated with 
scientific certainty that the trouble was 
caused by the wasted electricity from the 
Laclede avenue and the Grand avenue street 
car lines. 

This is all the more remarkable from the 
fact that the Laclede avenue line is four 
blocks from the relay station and the 
Grand avenue line is two blocks away. 

A volt meter installed at the relay sta- 
tion showed that the curren: from the street 
car tracks was actually traveling along un- 
der the earth and entering the wires of the 
telephone company. 

To facilitate the investigation, a 10-volt 
incandescent lamp was connected with the 
volt meter. 

From observation of the lamp and the 

reading of the volt meter it was found that 
the current, which passed into the wires 
from underground, varied ‘n direct propor- 
tion to the amount of current wasted by the 
electric lines. 
During the busy hours of morning and 
evening, when most of the current supplied 
from the power houses was used up in the 
motors in propelling the heavy loads and 
running extra cars, the waste was slight 
and the lamp burned weakly and the read- 
ings on the volt meter was low. 
At m'dday, when traffic was light, the 
lamp burned brightly and the fInstrument 
recorded a much higher potential. 

“During the ‘‘zoing home jam” there was 
another falling off in the current. 

The practical telephone men saw at once 
what was crippling their immense signal 
eystem. The current wasted by the electric 
lines was acting in opposition to that sup- 
plied from the company’s batteries and neu- 
tralizing it. 

Bach trunk line was connected with the 
earth at both ends until the discovery, 
This was intended to complete the circult. 

As ihe current from the wires passed. into 
the earth it was met by the counter cur- 
rent, constantly pouring Into the earth from 
the street car lines. There was more than 
a neutralization. 

The illumination of the 10-volt lamp at the 
relay etation showed that the waste cur- 
rent was 10 volts stronger than that gen- 
erated by the company’s batteries. It was 
etrong enough fo destroy the company’s 
current and pars right on through the 
ground wire into the lamp, through the 
volt meter and along the wire all the way to 
Tenth and Olive streets, where it destroyed 
the efficiency of the signal lamp at the 
main station. 

There was but one remedy. The ground 
connection of the fnes was taken out and a 
cable was strune between the main office 
and the West End office to complete the 
circuit. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter, who was told 
of the discovery, went to General Manager 
Durant Friday and asked him about it. 

“It is true,”’ said Mr. Durant. “The dis- 
abling of our lines from such a cause was 
& most remarkable thing. That the cur- 
rent from the street car ground wires re- 
mains in the earth and travels underground 
we have demonstrated beyond a doubt. 
From experiments we have made and are 
making we are certain this force can be 
used again. 

“We have been experimenting with lamps. 
We find that a single wire, with the sim- 
plest kind of a connection, will suffice to 
produce light from this earth current. 

“If the wasted currem is, say 20 volts at 
one point and six volts at another, a lamp 
at the latter ae connected by wire wit 
the former will be supplied with a curren: 
equal to the difference between the current 
at the two points, In the instance cited there 
would be sufficient current to supply 14 
vol's to the lamp. 

“I can see no reason why the current could 


of | 


not be carried through motors and dynamos 
in the same way. If the actual current as 
it comes from the earth were not sufficient 
it couid first be gathered into storage bat- 
teries and thus intensified. The curreng 
cen be handled exactly as ff it were gen- 
erated by adynamo, A busy telephone man 
has little time for such things, but there 
is a great field for some St, Louls emulator 
of Edison and Tesla.”

‘Mr. Wurzburger Says the Delegation 
Has Not Agreed on What Reo- 
ommendations Are to Be 
Made in the Report.

NEW YORK, Jan. 21.—Mayor Van Wyck 
was honored this morning with a visit from 
the St. Louis city officials visiting this city. 
They called in a body to pay their respects, 
after which they again met the heads of 
departments to talk over city improve- 
ments. 

The underground trolley interests the en- 
tire delegation. The introduction of the un- 
derground system or something better will 
goon be as great a necessity in St. Louis as 
it is here, and the delegation frankly 
acknowledges it. 

“There has been too much carelessness 
in St. Louls and in every other American 
city in regard to the using of the streéts,’’ 
said President McMath, “and it is going to 
take a world of money and great toil to un- 
targle tne web. All kinds of water mains, 
feed pipes, gas pipes, steam pipes, sewers 
and private drains have been stuck in the 
ground without a thought to the future. 


Now, when it has been demonstrated that 
the evils of the trolley must be remedied 
there is mighty little space under ground 
that is not used. 

“This underground space is going to be 
amazingly valuable in St. Louis and, for 
that matter, everywhere. The electric oom- 
conse must get back jnto their power 

ouses the electricity they send out. The 
car companies try to bring it back over 
the rails, and the telephone and telegraym 
companies in their particular way, but in 
every case the stuff frisks about for some 
more convenient—route of travel, and that 
is usually over t water or gas mains. 
The result is worthless pipes, as the iron 
becomes rotten. 

“Now the reme thus far discovered is 
& protected underground conduit. Its varied 
uses are well known. The final settlement 
of the question may have not been reached, 
but progress has been made and will be 
made. ' 

“‘We have put in some electric conduits 
in St. Louis and I predict a growing belief 
in their desirability.” 

The delegation hag secured blue prints 
of recent work done by the underground 
trolle lines and assiduously read their 
complicated lines. 

Since their arrival hers the delegation 
have seen the streets under the most di- 
verse conditions. The first day was ideal, 
but since then jt has been raining and the 
former spotless streets have become very 
muddy—at least for New York. 

“How does the cost of cleaning etreets 
here compare with St. Louis?” was asked 
Commiseioner Wurzburger. 

“Oh, well, that is not nice to talk about. 
You people have not as many miles of 
atreets as St. Louis, vet you spend $3,000,000 
a year, while we content ourselves with 
$18,000. There is a difference in the buying 
power of those sums—a mighty big differ- 
ence. The difference in the quantity of mud 
js as marked as the difference in dollars, 
only in a reverse ratio.’’ 

“What are yow going to do about it?” 

“That is hard to answer, we have not the 

oney to spend now to equal New York. 

Je will file a long report of our trip and tell 
what we have seen. What we may recom- 
mend, I could not divulge, even if our re- 
port were ready and it is not. That report 
will be interesting.’’ 

Yes, indeed, that report will be interest- 
ing if it tells all that the visitors have seen.

Prior to going on the witness stand Luet- 
gert, while taking exercise in the jail, was 
accompanied by James Smith, who has been 
on trial with Chris (Merry for the murder 
of Merry’s wife. Smith was extremely 
nervous over the outcome of the jury’s de- 
liberations in hig case, but Luetgert spoke 
encouragingly to him. “I received an invi- 
tation to a masquerade ball which takes 
place on Feb. 6,”"’ said Luetgert to his com- 
panion. “I'll let you have it. You'll be 
able to use it before I will.’’ 

After relating the story of the various 
financial deals in which he was interested 
Luetgert was asked if, during the time he 
was first engaged in business he was mar- 
ried.

“T was married to Miss Pauline Ruelke in 
1872,"’ said the defendant.

“The Chinese uptown know of it, but all 
these laundrymen scattered over the city 
do not, and they will come in to visit us 
and give their New Year's promne. and 
they will expect to have it returned. We 
have heard from Chicago anad San Francis- 
co, and they are all observing to-day. Next 
year we will change the date, and observe 
the right day thereafter.” 

Business is suspended in Chinatown to- 
day. On the doorpost of every house an‘ 
shop is posted a red paper with a greeting 
on it in black Chines characters. The words 
are “Quong he fat hoy,” and they signify, 
“lI wish you success throughout the year.’ 

At every place open house is kept. A table 
is spread containing imported Chinese can- 
died fruits, and various confections, cigar- 
«ttes, cigars and Chinese native wines, 
Everybody is welcome. Everybody tries to 
pay his debts before New Year's day. If he 
fails his creditor must not remind him of 
his obligations on ths day. Even rival fac- 
tions and families “re at peace on New 
Year's day. If one meets his bitterest ene- 
my he must extend the greeting, “Quong he 
fat hoy,” and bid him welcome to the fes- 
tive board. 

The custom of wipe drinking originated 
in the indulgence of it in worship. It is 
kept up on New Year's day even by the 
Christian Chinese, many of whom will not 
take a drink on any other day. In many 
ways the New Year's customs of the 
Chinese are similar to those of the Cau- 
casians, and the Christianized Celestials 
enter into them with spirit.

Danger of Travel. 


In pursuance to the Federal law regard- 
ing the couplings of railroad cars, after Feb. 
1 the Wabash will not accept any car ‘o be 
hauled in passenger trains unless it is 
equipped with vertical plane couplers, West- 
inghouse quick-acting automatic air brake 
and Westinghouse airetrain signal. 

The interstate commerce law, specifying 
the use of improved couplers, is expec'ed to 
reduce to a minimum accidents an& loss of 
life from the imperfect joining of trains. 

W'th all expediency the Eastern roads 


have complied with the new statute and the 
vertical coupler is now almost universally 
used. Wes: of the Mississippi the improve- 
ment has not ‘been so rapid and many lines 
are yet using the old style Mi.ler hooks. 

To transmississipp. lines this difference 
of connection ‘has caused no small incon- 

venience and the Burlington and Wabash 
systems have notified all connecting roads 
on both sides of the Mississipp! River that 
hereafter only cars with improved couplings 
will be received. 

The circular issued by General Superin- 
tendent H. L. _— of the Wabash Is 
intended also for the benefit of theatrica: 
troupes traveling in their.own_ cars and 
the owners of private cars. Unless the 
couplings are properly constructed the rall- 
road will refuse to attach them to its pas- 
senger trains. 

Special attention will be paid to the 
Westinghouse air train signals. Offic! als 
say that with a train of cars in which 
these signals are in condition cers is no 
chance of mistaking ordess, ang the com- 
pany ‘will insist upon all cars being 60 
upples. 

Mr. Magee’s order further specifies that 
all cars handled in passenger trains be- 
tween Chicago and Buffalo must be 

uipped with steam heating apparatus. 
This is made necessary by a State law in 
force in New York prohibiting fires in the 
stoves of passenger coaches.

Temperance Physiology Must 


Be Taught in Belleville. 


PROHIBITIONISTS WILL ACT. 


' THE BOARD HAS SENT OUT CIRCU- 
LARS IN AN ATTEMPT TO 
EVADE THE LAW. 


ADOPTED THE REFERENDUM. 


Btate’s Attorney Baker Says Neither 
School Board Nor Parents 
Oan Do the Legislat- 
ure’s Work. 


The Belleville Board of Dducation ta to 
be compelled by mandamus proceedings to 
teach temperance physiology in the public 
echools, as provided for by the Temperance 
Physiology act, passed by the last State 
Legislature. 

The act makes {t mandatory on the school 
boards of all cities to teach all the pupils 
the nature of alcoholic liquorg and other 
narcotics and their effects on the human 


system. 
The boards in all other cities tn the State 


are making preparations to obey the law. 
The Belleville board is trying to evade it. 
It has adopted the referendum plan. It 
proposes to repeal the law so far as Belle- 
ville is concerned by — vote. 

So strong is the feeling in Belleville 
against any interference with the free and 
unlimited circulation of alcoholics that the 
members of the board realized that a ter- 
rible storm would break about their ears 
if they attempted to enforce the law. They 
do not like storms. 

A committee was appointed to devise 
some scheme for beating off the tempest. 
At the last board meeting the committee 
reported ‘that it had prepared a circular 
which it recommended to be printed in 
English and German and sent to the par- 
ents of the children in order that they 
might make known whether they wanted 
the law enforced or not. The committee- 
men were Cyrus Thompson, Frank Gund- 
lach and Henry I. Christopherson, 

The circular, which was copiously ital- 
icized, was as follows: 

“You are earnestly requested to read 
carefully the following, and after having 
written ‘yes’ of ‘no’ and your name in the 
blank spaces provided therefor, to return 
this by your child to its teacher. A law re- 
cently made by our Legislature requires 
that the mature of alcoholic drinks (beer, 
wine, cider, whisky, etc.), and other nar- 
cotics (tobacco, opium, etc.), and their ef- 
fects on the human system shall be taught 
in connection with physiology and hygiene. 

“All pupils in the first, second and third 
rades shall be Instructed orally in three 
essons a week for ten weeks in each year. 
All pupils in classes between the third 
—< and the second year of the High 
chool shall be taught and study this sub- 
ject from a text-book, one-fifth of whose 
pages must be devoted to teaching the 
nature and effects of aloohol, tobacco, etc., 
in four lessons a week for ten or more 
weeks each year. 

“While the above are the requirements as 
to the ‘teaching’ of the so-called temper- 
arce physiology, yet if any parent or guard- 
ian shall object in good faith to having his 
ehild or ward study this subject, the Board 
of Education is compelled to excuse such 
child from the study.” 

At the end particular instructions are

sign their names to them, and the replies 
ere beginning to corne in. 

The purpose of the board its to omit the 
study altogether if a majority of the par- 
erts vote against it. 

State’s Attorney Martin D. Baker was 
asked what he thought of the referendum 
plan of getting around a law. 

‘I have not given the matter particular 
attention,” he said, “but in my judgment 
any citizen can go into court and by man- 
damus proceedings compel the enforcement 


of the law.’
